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PREFACE 


This  work  was  started  in  19o2.  and  though  not  complete, 
we  are  writing  it.  as  far  as  known,  in  the  hope  that  other 
information  regarding  the  early  origin  of  the  Garvin  family 
will  come  to  light. 

The  data  for  the  histon  of  the  Garvin  family  has  been 
gathered  from  various  sources.  Old  clippings,  documents  of 
all  k  inds.  also  historic  State  papers  have  been  referred  to. 
Different  branches  of  the  familv.  too.  have  given  us  contribu¬ 
tions  and  although  not  a  complete  historv  of  the  entire  family, 
those  related  to  the  Shapleigh.  Maine,  branch  will  find  most 
of  their  ancestors’  records. 

There  are  more  personalities  in  this  little  volume  than  are 
usual  in  a  book  of  its  kind,  but  we  feel  that  these  are  just  the 
little  things  posteritv  will  be  interested  in.  and  we  endeavor 
to  show  the  characteristics  of  the  Garvin  family. 

All  branches  of  the  famih  have  not  been  traced,  but  the 
direct  line  of  the  Shapleigh  branch,  through  Paul,  son  of  Capt. 
James  Garvin  of  Somersworth.  .New  Hampshire,  mentions  most 
of  Paul's  descendants. 

The  accompanying  index  lists  those  mentioned  and  should 
there  be  anv  names  not  included  we  wifill  be  arlad  to  add  them. 
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HE  GAR\  IN  FAMILY  date  their  ancestry  in  this 
country  to  James  Garvin  of  Ireland,  who  settled  in 
what  is  now  the  town  of  Rollinsford.  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  (formerly  Somersworth.  New  Hampshire) 
early  in  1700.  He  was  a  sea  captain  and  built  a 
store  at  the  lower  landing  w  here  he  sold  \\  est  India  goods. 
(From  a  "History  of  Strafford  &  Rockingham  Counties'*  by  D. 
Hamilton  Hurd,  page  680. » 

From  another  source  we  read  that  previous  to  their  living 
in  North  of  Ireland  the  Garvin  family  lived  near  Dumbarton  in 
Scotland,  from  whence  thev  lied  during  the  reign  of  Charles  II 
of  Scotland.  1650-1685.  rather  than  renounce  their  religion. 
They  joined  a  colon)  of  Covenanters  that  had  been  established 
in  the  northern  part  of  Ireland  near  Londonderry  in  1684. 

Earl)  in  the  history  of  t he  town  of  Somersworth.  New 
Hampshire.  the\  had  a  schoolmaster  named  Joseph  Tate.  He 
kept  a  record  of  families  there  and  it  has  come  down  to  the 
present  time  through  a  gentleman  who  owns  it  in  Dover.  New 
Hampshire.  A  copy  of  it  is  in  the  New  Hampshire  Historical 
Society  Building  in  Concord.  New  Hampshire.  The  very  first 
family  he  lists  is  that  of  the  Garvin  familv — children  of  Capt. 
James  Garvin.  This  record,  too.  has  been  printed  in  the  Went¬ 
worth  Famil)  History,  an  edition  of  three  volumes  which  is  in 
the  Genealogical  department  of  most  public  libraries. 

As  several  children  of  Captain  James  Garvin  married  \\  ent- 
worth’s.  there  are  many  Garvin  s  included  in  the  history.

1727.  and 
a  brother,  Moses  Hobbs,  an  earlv  settler  of  Somersworth.  The 
Hobbs  family  was  one  of  the  earlv  families  in  Hampton.  New 
Hampshire.  Capt.  James  Hobbs  died  in  Somersworth.  Mav  21. 
1769.

bv  60  ft.,  joining*  the  wax  that  passes  from  the  countrv  road 
to  the  River,  on  the  souther! \  side  <>f  the  land  where  said  Hobbs 
then  lived,  bounded  bx  Archibald  Smith  land,  w  here  his  dwelling 
house  stands. 

The  same  day  he  bought  of  Capt.  Smith  a  piece  1  rods 
square  bounded  easier! x  bx  New  ichew  aneck  Rixer.  southed v. 
and  westerlv  by  Samuel  Roberts'  land  and  northerlx  bv  Capt. 
James  Hobbs  land  tor  20  pounds,  old  tenor. 

He  bought  a  tract  ot  20  acres  of  Ebezer  \\  ier  For  1600 
pounds  December  4.  1754.  and  1(>  acres  adjoining  the  highxxav 
that  leads  to  Ouamphegan  and  the  highxxav  that  leads  to  Somers- 
xvorth  Meeting  House  of  xvidoxx  Sarah  W  ex  mouth  and  Nicholas 
Weymouth  for  1500  pounds  June  16.  1756. 

And  in  partnership  with  Richard  Philpot  and  James  Hobbs, 
a  tract  of  land  50  acres  in  exlent  near  the  Great  Falls  on  Salmon 
River  for  55.25  pounds  April  2.  1761. 

10  acres  more  of  R.  N  \\  m.  Morgridge  for  56 — (3  pounds 
April  50.  1757. 

22  acres  in  partnership  with  Thomas  Wallingford  for  3300 
pounds  Julx  30.  1763.  and  a  wharf  warehouse  and  land  lying  on 
New  ichaw  anick  River  of  Archibald  Smith  for  600  pounds  No¬ 
vember  30.  1761. 

This  made  him  owner  of  large  amounts  of  land  and  he 
seemed  to  have  held  most  until  his  death.  Dover.  Nexx  Hamp¬ 
shire.  deeds  also  show  he  began  to  look  northward  and  speculate 
on  the  advance  of  the  ear  of  empire  in  that  direction. 

August  13.  1762  he  bought  of  Elizabeth  Cromwell  of 
Somersu  orth  for  150  pounds,  all  that  tract  of  land  of  a  township 
wrhich  was  granted  by  the  Purchasers  of  John  Grafton  Mason. 
Esq. — his  right  to  John  Ham.  Gershom  Downs  and  others  and 
joining  to  the  head  line  of  Rochester  and  on  Salmon  River. 
Share  No.  67 — in  the  first  division.  This  deed  is  indexed  in  the 
record  book  as  land  in  Wakefield. 

A  provision  for  the  incorporation  of  the  town  of  Wake¬ 
field.  August  29.  1774  i  the  original  of  w  hich  is  in  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Library )  is  printed  ( Newr  Hampshire  State 
Papers.  Vol.  11.  page  788 ». 

In  connection- with  the  above  a  printed  record  of  the  Pro¬ 
prietors’  meeting.  June  28.  1771.  at  which  meeting  Capt.  James 
Garvin  was  voted  one  of  a  Committee  to  get  the  town  incorporated. 

From  New  Hampshire  public  documents  (printed)  in  a 
paper  translated  from  the  French  printed  in  Vol.  XVIII,  New 
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Hampshire  State  Paper?,  page  521.  The  document  is  an  appeal 
made  bv  the  commander  of  a  french  Privateer  who  could  not 
collect  a  ransom  he  claimed  to  be  his  due.  He  captured  two 
American  lor.  as  thev  were  technical  Iv  called  "English  )  vessels 
and  compelled  their  owners  and  captains  to  make  out  "hills  or 
notes,  promising  to  pa\  him  large  sums  of  money.  For  the 
security  of  the  payment  he  took  a  hostage  from  each  vessel.  The 
men  thus  taken  both  died  and  the  Americans  refused  to  pay 
the  "bills.*  \\  here  the  capture  took  place  and  where  the  vessels 
and  their  masters  had  gone,  the  document  does  not  say.  but  here 
is  the  fact:  One  of  the  \e??el?  wa?  "The  Hampshire*  of  which 
James  Garvin,  merchant,  of  the  Port  of  Piscataqua.  was  said 
to  be  the  owner  and  ("apt.  James  Guppey.  her  captain:  and  the 
date  at  which  thev  gave  their  bill  to  clear  themselves  and  their

present  vessel  was  April  14.  1761. 

Items  from  the  New  Hampshire  Gazette  of  the  following 
dates.  1766-1770.  often  mention  "Brin  Grev hound  owned  by 
Gapt.  James  Garvin,  as  sailing  from  Port  Piscataqua  for  Bar- 
badoes  and  W  est  Indies. 

The  Somersworth  Congregational  Church  was  not  formed 
until  1828. — so  no  earlv  records  can  be  found  there. — but  Miss 
Anne  Bertha  Garvin  of  Salmon  Falls  iwe  visited  here  in  1932  i 
has  given  us  much  old  information  about  the  family.  She  is  a 
descendant  from  one  of  Gapt.  Janie?  children  Ison  Thomas). 
In  an  old  letter  to  her  fathei.  William  K.  Garvin,  in  1896.  a 
Mr.  Foote  inquires  for  information  regarding  Gapt.  James 
Garvin.  The  answer  to  this  letter  gives  this  information:

"Capt.  James  came  over  as  a  cabin  boy  and  we  know 
nothing  about  him  before  coming  to  this  country.  He  was  buried

in  our  field  a  few  rods  from  our  house  but  his  remains  were 
taken  up  several  vears  ago  and  buried  in  Rollinsford  Cemetery 
and  the  stones  are  now  old  and  broken  down.  Rollinsford  was 
then  called  Somersworth.  He  had  three  sons  we  know  about. 
Thomas.  Paul  and  James.  W  e  think  he  had  other  sons  but  we 
do  not  know.  Paul  married  a  Hodgson  and  their  children  were 
John.  James.  Moses.  Stephen.  Thomas.  Paul,  and  some  daugh¬ 
ters.  They  moved  to  Shapleigh  some  time  between  1810  and 
1820  where  their  descendants  now  live.'*

John  Garvin, 
son  of  John  Garvin,  decease,  five  pounds,  to  be  paid  to  him  or 
his  Guardian  bv  my  said  executors  within  six  months  after  mv 
decease. 

Rachel  Ham 
and  Elizabeth  Roberts  and  m\  grand  daughters.  Lvdia  Ham  and 
Dorcas  Ham.  all  m\  household  furniture  to  be  divided  between 
them  in  the  following  manner.

W  e  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Thos.  Garvin.  Esq.,  one 
of  the  earlv  settlers  of  Lyra  Township,  who  departed  this  life  on 
Tuesdax  morning  at  the  age  of  51  xears. 

Mr.  Garvin  was  born  in  Shapleigh.  Maine,  in  1837.  was 
reared  on  a  farm  and  lived  there  until  1857  when  he  removed  to 
Garden  City.  Minnesota,  where  for  several  vears  he  worked  the 
farm  now  occupied  by  Eld.  J.  Rockwood.  When  the  Winnebago 
Indian  Reservation  was  thrown  upon  the  market,  lie  purchased 
160  acres  in  Lvra  township.  Blue  Earth  County.  Minnesota,  re¬ 
moved  thereon  in  1867.  breaking  and  making  improvements.  Bv 
frugal  industrv  and  excellent  judgment,  he  soon  acquired  more 
land  and  took  front  rank  among  our  best  and  most  successful 
farmers,  and  was  the  proud  owner  of  <»ne  of  the  best  farms  in 
Blue  Earth  Countv.  which  he  adorned  with  hue  buildings  and 
groves,  upon  which  he  intended  to  spend  the  fruits  of  his  labor  in 
his  old  age.  but  about  five  vears  ago  he  was  attacked  with  that 
dread  disease  paralxsis  and  sought  relief  in  Southern  climate  but 
it  proved  of  no  avail.  He  returned,  and  bv  the  aid  of  a  strong 
constitution  has  for  four  \ears  resisted  the  final  call,  although 
during  the  time  he  has  been  almost  a  helpless  invalid,  he  has  been 
a  helpless  suflerer.  never  complaining  of  his  lot. 

He  was  highlv  esteemed  b\  his  friends  and  neighbors,  being 
a  man  of  sterling  integritx  and  moral  worth,  and  they  delighted 
to  place  him  in  postions  of  trust  and- honor,  all  of  which  he  dis¬ 
charged  with  fidelitv.  He  was  an  active  member  in  the  Baptist 
church  and  they  will  feel  that  they  have  lost  a  bright  and  shining 
light,  one  whose  counsel  thev  were  glad  to  heed.  He  died  as  he 
had  lived,  a  Christian  s  hope.  He  leaves  a  wife,  two  sons  and  one 
daughther.  to  mourn  his  loss,  also  sisters  and  brothers,  besides 
neighbors  and  acquaintances  who  svmpathize  with  the  bereaved 
family.

Long  before  this  letter  can  reach  you.  you  will  have  received 
official  word  of  the  death  in  action  of  vour  son.  1st  Lieut.  Hush

Broomfield,  on  the  21st  of  October.  1918. 

That  day  w  as  an  important  one  in  the  \  erdun  offensive, 
which  is  now  reaching  a  splendid  culmination.  We  received  an 
urgent  message  from  the  dorps  Gommander  requesting  that  a 
plane  be  >ent  over  the  German  lines  to  ascertain  the  enemy’s 
power  of  launching  a  counter  attack. 

Lieut.  Broomfield  and  his  observer.  Lieut.  E.  B.  (Titter,  were 
next  on  the  alert  list,  and  in  spite  of  unfavorable  weather,  were 
eager  to  go.  The  skv  was  full  of  low-lying  clouds,  with  open 
spaces  between  them,  a  condition  which  favors  surprise  attacks 
by  enemy  planes  and  machine  gun  fire  from  the  ground.  They 
left  our  aidrome  (then  at  Souilly  I  at  about  10.00  o'clock.  When 
they  had  failed  to  return  b\  12.00  o'clock  we  made  inquiries 
of  all  balloon  and  ground  units  that  could  be  reached  b\  tele¬ 
phone  and  learned  that  an  allied  plane  had  been  seen  to  fall  at 
about  11:15.  in  the  sector  over  which  they  were  operating,  within 
the  German  lines.  Our  investigation  was  thus  suspended,  and 
although  this  report  caused  us  much  anxiety  yve  hoped  that  we 
should  hear  that  our  comrades  were  safe,  even  though  prisoners 
in  Germany. 

A  few  days  ago  our  lines  advanced  again  so  as  to  comprise 
the  territory  over  yvhich  they  had  flown.  We  immediately  caused 
the.  distribution  of  500  copies  of  the  enclosed  circular,  and  on 
the  morning  of  November  7th  received  a  telephone  message  stat¬ 
ing  that  a  y\  recked  plane  was  lying  at  the  point  in  question.  Our 
Squadron  Surgeon.  1st  Lieut.  J.  J.  Livingston,  volunteered  to  go 
at  once  to  the  spot,  and  it  is  characteristic  of  the  attitude  of  all 
members  of  this  Squadron  toy\ard  your  son.  that  Corporal  Croft 
(yvho  yvas  his  chief  mechanic)  begged  me  to  allow  him  to  go  also. 

They  set  out  at  noon  on  the  7th.  passing  through  Mont 
Faucon  and  reaching  Cunel  oyer  mired  and  shattered  roads,  ex¬ 
posed  to  enemy  artillery  fire,  after  nightfall.  On  the  morning  of 
the  8th  I  yesterday  )  they  found  the  plane  and  nearby  the  ty\o 
graves  of  our  comrades.  The  bodies  were  carefully  removed  under 
Dr.  Livingston's  direction,  and  he  tell-  us  there  is  no  question 
about  their  identity,  which  is  established  by  the  temporary 
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markers,  and  the  identification  tags.  They  were  carried  in  our 
ambulance  to  Evacuation  Hospital  \o.  6.  located  at  Souillv  ion 
the  road  between  Barle-Duc  and  \erduni  where  they  arrived 
yesterday  evening.  This  afternoon  Lieut,  foster  and  I.  represent¬ 
ing  the  Squadron  went  to  Souilh  and  attended  the  funeral  and 
burial  ser\ice.  The  onlv  available  Chaplain  was  the  Key.  J.  R. 
O’Mahonev  <d  the  (Catholic  Diocese  of  New  \ork  City,  an  ex¬ 
cellent  and  broadminded  Priest,  who  was  glad,  at  my  request,  to 
read  the  Protestant  service  from  mv  Episcopal  prayerbook.  We 
saw  that  the  marker  was  properly  inscribed  at  the  head  of  the 
grave  before  we  left. 

The  grave  is  K9.  plot  No.  2.  Section  I).  American  cemetery 
at  Souill v -sur-.Meuse.  and  the  cemetery  adjoins  Evacuation  Hos¬ 
pital  No.  6  at  that  place. 

Lieut.  Broomfield  joined  our  Squadron  on  the  7th  of  Sep¬ 
tember.  just  before  we  look  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive. 
During  the  three  busv  davs  of  September  12.  Id  and  1  1  he  firmly 
established  himself  in  our  affections  as  a  modest  gentleman  and 
an  efficient  officer,  bv  the  manner  in  which  he  performed  the 
exacting  duties  as  Officer  of  the  Field.  He  had  complete  charge 
of  field  operations  and  was  responsible  for  the  prompt  departure 
of  all  missions  during  the  offensive,  lb*  was  on  the  field  from 
dawn  till  dark  every  dav  and  his  energv  and  tact  were  verv 
largelv  responsible  for  the  unusual  record  of  flights  made  bv  this 
Squadron  at  that  time,  a  record  which  was  mentioned  in  orders. 

After  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  he  began  his  active  career  as 
a  pilot  at  the  front,  and  after  a  verv  few  hours  over  the  line> 
made  his  reputation  as  solid  among  us  as  those  of  pilots  who 
had  been  at  the  front  months  instead  of  weeks.  Until  the  time  of 
his  loss  I  was  his  Flight  Commander,  and  Capl.  Schauffler  I  now 
commanding  the  Third  Observation  Group,  of  which  the  squadron 
is  a  part'  was  our  commanding  officer.  We  frequentlv  had  occa¬ 
sion  to  comment  upon  his  coolness  and  skill  as  a  pilot,  after 
missions  in  which  he  had  enabled  his  observer  to  bring  back  full 
and  accurate  reports  under  adverse  conditions  of  weather  or 
enemy  fire  from  the  ground.  It  was  on  just  such  a  mission  that 
he  and  Lieut.  Cutter  were  lost  to  us.  Their  last  flight  was  not 
only  in  keeping  with  the  traditions  which  have  grown  about  the 
90th  Squadron — it  has  added  to  and  enhanced  them.  Tliev  and 
their  work  will  remain  ever  fresh  in  our  memories,  and  memories 
are  made  long  of  friends  and  associations  formed  in  danger  faced 
together. 

Lieutenant  Broomfield  was  as  much  enjoved  and  liked  as  a 
friend  as  he  was  admired  as  a  pilot.  His  modest v  and  reticence 
were  no  obstacle  to  the  warm  welcome  he  won  among  all  of  our 
officers  and  those  of  our  erdisled  men  with  whom  he  came  in  con¬ 
tact.  There  was  something  in  his  personalitv  which  shone  through 
them  and  made  him  attractive  to  us  from  tho  first.  Though  he 
was  not  given  to  discussing  religious  matters,  we  felt  that  he  was 
a  man  of  strong  Christian  convictions.  Lieut.  Foster  remarked  to 
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me  just,  before  the  funeral  that  it  was  a  source  of  pleasure  to 
him  to  recall  that  Hugh  had  spent  some  time  reading  his  Testa¬ 
ment  the  night  before  his  loss. 

Now  that  the  great  war  seems  to  be  drawing  to  a  glorious 
close,  we  of  the  00th  feel  that  no  single  officer  has  contributed 
more  of  unselfish  devotion  to  dutv  in  waging  it  than  your  son 
and  our  comrade.  Lieut.  Broomfield.  and  so  we  are  proud  of  his 
death  as  we  have  been  of  his  life  with  us.  For  the  Squadron  and 
for  mvself  I  send  you  the  warmest  svmpathv  in  your  great  loss 
and  am.  believe  me.
